NOTES  ON  HAMMERED  HALFPENCE  AND  EARTHINGS 

By  P.  F.  Purvey  and  E.  J.  Harris 

Edward  IV,  First  Reign  1461-70 

The  Wars  of  the  Roses  between  the  rival  lines  of  Lancaster  and  York  commenced 
in  1455.  In  1461  a  Lancastrian  victory  at  St.  Albans  actually  led  to  the  election  in 
London  of  Edward,  Earl  of  March,  as  the  Yorkist  king.  This  is  supposed  to  have  come 
about  owing  to  the  unpopularity  of  Henry  s  queen,  A4aigaret  of  Anjou,  and  the 
misbehaviour  of  her  armies.  Edward  was  supported  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canteibury, 
Bourchicr,  and  by  Bishop  George  Neville  of  Exeter. 
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In  1456  a  change  had  been  made  in  the  marks  of  the  groat  from  cross  on  breast 
and  pellets  by  crown,  to  lys  and  pellets.  Apparently  no  coins  of  other  denominations  of 
the  Lys-pellet  issue  were  struck  for  Henry  but  all  the  silver  of  the  first  (heavy)  issue 
of  Edward  IV  bear  these  marks. 

At  the  time  inflation  was  making  the  striking  of  silver  at  15  grains  (0.9720  g.) 
to  the  penny  uneconomic,  but  the  first  four  issues  of  Edward  continued  at  this  rate, 
until  the  penny  was  reduced  to  12  gr.  (0.7776  g.)  in  1464.  The  issues  are  accordingly 
divided  into  a  “heavy”  and  “light”  scries.  A  full  description  of  all  the  coins  has  been 
given  in  the  British  Numismatic  Journal,  volume  XXV  by  C.  E.  Blunt  and  C.  A. 
Whitton.  Here  we  are  only  concerned  with  the  fractions.

Heavy  Coinage  1461-64.  All  of  London  mint. 

Type  1.  Halfpence  and  farthings  (two  farthings  known,  B.M.  and  Fitzwilliam  Mus.). 

Obv.  reads  edward  rex  angli  i.m.  a  plain  cross,  lys  on  neck,  pellets  by  crown. 
Extra  pellets  on  inner  circle  in  two  quarters  of  reverse.  A  scarce  type  but  commoner 
than  pence  and  halfgroat  of  this  type.

Obv.  readings  as  2  or  3,  i.m.  rose.  Annulets  by  neck.  Occurs  with  and  without 
DEI  GRA. 

Scarcer  than  2  or  3.

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THE  F.  ELMORE  JONES  COLLECTION  OF 
ANGLO-SAXON  COINS 

It  is  not  very  often  that  over  a  thousand  Anglo-Saxon  coins  are  offered  for  sale 
at  one  time.  However,  on  May  12th  and  13th  each  of  these  coins  will  be  sold  separately 
at  Messrs.  Glendinings  here  in  London.  It  is  not  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  Mr. 
Elmore  Jones  is  considered  one  of  the  foremost  authorities  on  Anglo-Saxon  coinage. 
A  large  number  of  the  coins  will  be  found  illustrating  the  numerous  papers  which 
he  has  contributed  to  numismatic  journals,  and  in  particular  the  British  Numismatic 
Journal.  Many  of  the  coins  are  from  the  R.  C.  Lockett  collection,  but  Mr.  Elmore 
Jones  has  a  keen  eye  for  a  coin  and  the  majority  of  the  collection  has  been  acquired 
privately  or  through  the  principal  London  dealers. 

This  collection  is  of  outstanding  interest  to  collectors  and  students  because  of  the 
variety  of  types  and  mints,  in  fact  81  of  the  90  late  Saxon  mints  are  represented,  and 
as  each  coin  is  to  be  sold  separately  it  presents  a  unique  opportunity  to  fill  many  gaps. 
The  following  select  list  of  rare  mints  and  coins  will  give  some  idea  of  the  scope  of  the 
collection;  in  fact,  in  a  number  of  cases,  the  coin  is  the  only  piece  known  of  the  mint, 
or  the  only  coin  available  to  collectors.

AN  EARLY  SEVENTEENTH-CENTURY  COIN-FIND 

FROM  THE  CO.  DONEGAL. 

By  Michael  Dolley,  M.R.I.A. 

The  purpose  of  this  note  is  to  put  on  record  details  of  a  small  discovery  of  Anglo- 
Irish  and  English  coins  which  was  made  in  the  bed  of  the  River  Erne  a  mile  or  two 
above  the  town  of  Ballyshannon,  Co.  Donegal,  in  or  about  the  year  1965.  The  find 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  reported  to  the  proper  authorities,  and  I  am  particularly 
grateful  to  my  friend  Dr  A.  J.  Went,  M.R.I.A.,  who  went  to  considerable  trouble  to 
ensure  that  I  was  given  an  opportunity  of  inspecting  and  listing  fourteen  coins  which 
had  come  into  the  possession  of  an  acquaintance.  A  fifteenth  coin  found  on  the  same 
occasion  is  known  to  have  parted  company  with  the  rest,  and  cannot  now  be  traced. 
It  should  perhaps  be  added  that  the  coins  were  found  when  the  channel  was  being 
excavated  in  connection  with  the  execution  of  various  works  designed  to  modify  the 
flow  of  the  Erne  outlet  through  the  hydro-electric  works  that  are  such  a  feature  of  the 
local  scene. 

Of  the  surviving  coins,  nine  have  proved  to  be  Anglo-Irish.  They  are  listed  here  in 
accordance  with  two  standard  works,  numbers  prefixed  by  A.  relating  to  Mr.  Peter 
vSeaby’s  Coins  and  Tokens  of  Ireland  (London,  1970),  and  those  prefixed  by  D  &  F 
relating  to  A.  Dowle  &  P.  Finn,  The  Guide  Book  to  the  Coinage  of  Ireland  (London, 
1969).  Weights  are  given  both  in  grains  and  in  grammes: —

Small  though  the  find  is,  it  is  not  without  interest  for  the  light  it  throws  on  the  coin 
in  use  among  the  native  Irish  at  the  time  of  the  Jacobean  plantations.  It  is  known  that 
the  so-called  ‘white  money’  (cf.  nos.  1-8)  was  still  current  as  late  as  the  middle  of  the 
seventeenth  century,  and  the  absence  of  coins  of  the  issues  of  1561  and  of  1600/1601 
will  not  come  as  any  surprise  to  students  of  the  Anglo-Irish  series.  Only  the  odd 
specimen  of  the  former  has  occurred  in  finds,  and  for  the  latter  there  is  not  one  single 
^hoard-provenance  known  to  the  present  writer.  That  one  of  the  coins  appears  to  have 
Reverted  to  currency  after  having  been  mounted  as  a  button  or  brooch  likewise  need 
occasion  no  surprise.  As  late  as  the  eighteenth  century,  apparently,  old  coins  were 
being  used  as  button-moulds.  It  may  be  surmised,  too,  that  the  English  element  in  the 
hoard  derives  from  the  middle  of  the  1590s  when  a  number  of  sharp  defeats  were 
inflicted  on  the  Englishry  of  Sligo  by  the  O’Donnells,  more  than  one  of  the  actions 
taking  place  actually  at  the  Erne  crossings.  The  condition  of  the  latest  pieces,  however, 
is  such  that  we  may  suppose  them  to  have  been  current  for  a  number  of  years  before 
the  bag  or  purse  containing  them  was  lost.  It  is  not  impossible  that  we  should  connect 
this  loss  with  the  hunting  down  of  the  gallant  Cahir  O’Doherty’s  followers  after  the 
capture  of  Culmore  and  Derry  in  the  spring  of  1608,  but  equally  it  may  reflect  the 
dispossession  of  the  native  Irish  during  the  years  that  followed  when  Donegal  was 
planted  just  as  thickly  with  Scots  as  the  counties  to  the  east  and  south.  The  issue  of 
Anglo-Irish  coins  of  James  I  had  been  discontinued  by  1607,  and  his  English  issues 
are  relatively  uncommon  in  Irish  contexts.  Pressed  to  give  a  date  for  the  loss  of  the 
coins  from  the  river-bed  near  Ballyshannon,  therefore,  I  would  be  reluctant  to  express 
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it  any  more  closely  than  ‘second  decade  of  the  seventeenth  century?’.  A  final  com¬ 
ment  concerns  the  patination  of  the  ‘white  money’.  Some  of  the  pieces  have  still  the 
curious  ‘bloom’ — perhaps  induced  by  pickling  before  they  left  the  mint — which 
accords  so  well  with  Irish  geal  and  ban  in  contemporary  accounts,  while  others  all  too 
clearly  evidence  the  predominance  of  copper  in  coins  that  by  definition  were  no  more 
than  250  (3  oz.)  fine.

George  IV  (1820-30) 

In  all  three  metals  both  the  great  number  of  denominations  issued  and  the  wide 
variety  of  types  characteristic  of  the  previous  three  reigns  have  been  drastically 
reduced.  Once  the  system  of  concurrently  issuing  coins  struck  in  both  Reichstandard^ 
and  Conventions  Standard  was  abandoned  the  way  was  clear  for  the  rationalisation™ 
of  the  coinage  issued  under  the  New  Kingdom  of  Hanover.

1.  Busts:  Gold  coins  feature  a  small  laureate  bust  of  George,  facing  to  the  left. 
Generally  similar  to  that  issued  for  the  British  maundy  money  this  bust  is 
usually  characterised  by  the  fact  that  it  appears  to  be  too  small  in  relation  to  the 
flan.  There  are  a  number  of  minor  varieties.  Large  silver  coins  (1 2/a  talers)  have 
two  types  of  bust.  The  first  portrait  issued  between  1822-29  consists  of  a  rather 
quaintly  styled  laureate  representation  of  the  King  but  the  second  type  (1826-28) 
is  a  variation  of  the  Pistrucci-style  bust  described  above. 

2.  Running  Horse:  (Fig.  12)  Used  both  as  an  obverse  design  on  a  gold  piece  (1  ducat) 
and  the  silver  half-talers  (see  table)  and  also  as  a  reverse  type  (silver,  7«  and  x/n 
taler).  All  the  horses  are  beautifully  styled  and  extremely  well  engraved.  There 
are  a  great  number  of  minor  variations  in  the  form  of  the  horse  particularly  on  the 
half-talers. 
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3.  GR  monogram:  The  figure  IV  is  placed  underneath  the  crowned  monogram  on 
the  small  silver  pieces  together  with  “conventions-munze”  as  a  legend.  However 
that  used  on  the  copper  coins  has  the  date  placed  below  it. 

4.  Values:  Stated  in  arabic  numerals  and  german  it  is  used  as  a  reverse  design  on 
copper  and  silver  coins  up  to  J  taler  (Fig.  13).  The  reverse  of  the  2/3  taler  features 
a  large  fraction  similar  to  that  described  under  the  previous  reign. 

5.  Mining  Talers:  Only  one  type  was  issued  in  this  reign.  The  obverse  shows  a 
diminutive  Pistrucci-style  bust  of  George  IV  which  may  be  distinguished  by  the 
fact  that  the  monarch  is  clothed  in  the  Roman  mantle.  The  legends  are  written 
in  german. 

6.  Legends:  On  the  1/c>  and  1/12  taler  pieces  the  legend  (in  German)  states  simply 
King  of  Hanover.  For  the  and  2/3  talers  the  legends  are  in  the  traditional  latin. 
There  are  minor  variations  in  the  abbreviation  of  the  legends  particularly  on  the 
half-talers.

Before  the  introduction  of  milled  coinage  in  the  Meiji  reign  Japan  used  many 
and  varied  pieces  of  money,  the  most  commonly  known  being  the  rectangular  pieces 
of  silver  and  gold  issued  in  the  decades  immediately  before  the  Meiji  reign.  Of  these 
the  One  Shu  in  silver,  which  is  the  subject  of  this  paper,  with  a  mintage  of  some 
160  million  is  that  most  commonly  met  with. 

The  obverse  of  this  little  coin  bears  the  three  characters  .  .  .  ‘Tchi  Shu  Gin”, 
(One  Silver  Shu)  within  a  border  of  twenty-six  dots,  called  cherry  blossom  petals. 
The  reverse,  also  within  a  border  of  twenty -six  dots  has  four  characters  and  a  stamp. 
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The  four  characters  read  .  .  .  “Ginza  Jyoze”  where  the  first  represents  the  name  of  a 
silver  mint  and  the  second  the  name  of  an  official  there,  a  position  hereditary  in  the 
Tokugawa  family.  The  stamp  above  the  characters  is  “Jo”  (Guaranteed). 

With  a  mintage  so  high  as  160  million  it  is  natural  to  expect  that  more  than  one 
die  would  be  used  in  the  production  of  the  coins  and  without  the  use  of  a  master  die 
we  may  confidently  look  for  varieties  on  the  coins.  I  have  so  far  discovered  three  quite 
distinct  varieties  and  these  I  have  listed  below  as  A,  B  and  C.  I  have  listed  the 
differences  in  the  form  of  a  table  and  the  headings  a,  b,  c,  d,  e  and  f  indicate  the 
characters  Shu  and  Gin  on  the  obverse  and  the  four  reverse  characters  reading  from 
top  to  bottom  and  from  right  to  left  respectively.  The  measurements  are  in  millimetres.

There  are  many  other  variations  to  be  observed  with  the  aid  of  a  lens  but  those 
listed  above  are  the  most  obvious  to  the  naked  eye.  How  many  dies  were  used  in  the 
production  of  this  coinage  cannot  be  ascertained  but  the  number  is  probably  in  the 
hundreds.  Perhaps  other  collectors  may  be  encouraged  by  this  paper  to  examine 
their  coins  and  publish  the  results  of  their  observations.  (I  have  drawn  the  illustra¬ 
tions  twice  normal  size.)

In  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  flow  of  new  discoveries  of  Birmingham  makers  as 
fresh  checks  become  added  to  collections,  this  second  supplement  to  Part  I  is  issued 
in  advance  of  the  first  supplementary  sections  to  Parts  II-III,  and  contains  consider¬ 
able  infilling  details  of  dating  &c.  on  makers  already  published  in  this  wrork.  The 
first  supplement  to  Part  I  was  published  in  the  1970  Bulletin,  pp.  39-47  &  123-129.

His  particulars  Frank  W.  Abbott  /  maker  /  Press  &  Stamp  Works  /  62  Fredrick  S*  Birmm. 
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(street  name  misspelt)  encircling  3d  occupy  the  reverse  of  a  check  of  A.  Aston  /  Yardley  Arms 
Hotel  I  Yardley  (R’ham).  This  was  Mrs.  A.  L.  Aston,  present  (1884-)85-89(-90). 

ALLDRIDGE,  Arthur  Henry  (. Bulletin  1960,  p.  95) 

His  reported  dates  should  each  be  retarded  by  one  year. 

His  particulars  in  the  same  form  as  on  the  ticket  of  Dr  Woodhead’s  Museum  appeared  on 
a  2-Jd  check  of  the  Belle  Vue  tavern,  166  Tennant  Street,  Birmingham,  under  proprietor 
Frank  Stanley  Smith,  present  there  (1882-)83(-86);  i.e.  an  issue  towards  the  end  of  Alldridge’s 
career.

George  Bagshaw  was  listed  as  a  diesinker,  medallist,  tool  maker  and  stamper. 

A  further  check  is  signed  Bagshaw  /  maker  /  Graham  St.  Birm.  issued  for  4d  by  D.  Bayley, 
Aston  Park,  for  use  at  the  refreshment  rooms  there.  The  Jacobean  mansion  Aston  Hall  and  its 
Park  were  purchased  by  a  company  from  which  Birmingham  Corporation  then  purchased  them 
in  1864,  but  meanwhile  on  15th  June  1858  Queen  Victoria  had  opened  the  Park  as  a  place  of 
public  recreation.  The  check  thus  belongs  to  the  period  of  H.T.  or  George  Bagshaw. 

As  this  still  leaves  a  very  scanty  range  of  Bagshaw  checks  encountered,  the  following, 
complicated,  account  is  given  of  the  background  setting  of  the  already  briefly  reported  check 
Batty  1/2298. 

At  21  Duddeston  Mill  Road,  Birmingham,  dual  establishments  of  a  public  house  and 
commercially  run  pleasure  gardens  were  established  in  1847/48,  and  within  the  next  twenty 
years  the  first  had  three  and  the  second  had  four  successive  names.  The  first  name  of  the  public 
house  lasted  until  about  1865  and  was  the  Galton  Arms  (named  after  the  then  owner  of  Dud¬ 
deston  Hall).  The  word  Gardens  was  prefixed  Vauxhall  (till  1849),  New  Vauxhall  (1849-54), 
Royal  Vauxhall  (1855-65),  and  the  other  name  Royal  Victoria  seemed  to  overlap  the  previous 
ones  and  continued  forward — just  possibly  a  separate  offshoot. 

Moreover  the  same  score  of  years  was  spanned  by  about  10  proprietors,  more  or  less  in 
succession  (for  1864  three  are  listed),  of  whom  most  or  all  ran  the  two  establishments  jointly. 
(In  the  1870’s  they  were  run  separately.) 

The  originator  and  first  proprietor  of  both  was  Thomas  Hale.  His  immediate  successor 
(till  1855/58)  John  Henry  Bradshaw  kept  the  same  name  for  the  public  house  but  straightway 
dubbed  the  gardens  New;  thus  his  name  coupled  with  New  Vauxhall  Gardens  occur  on  a  tin 
cliche  check  (British  Museum)  and  on  the  elliptical  check  signed  Bradshaw  (Batty  1/2298). 
But  the  same  proprietor  also  had  checks  by  Cottrill  marked  Royal  Vauxhall  Gardens,  and 
moreover  checks  by  the  earlier  diesinker  Hiron  which  were  doubly  named  New  Vauxhall 
Gardens  on  one  face  and  Royal  Victoria  Gardens  on  the  other  face — so  confusing  that  the 
above  attempt  at  rationalising  the  dating  of  these  names  must  be  treated  with  reserve.

Roman  coins  hoard  found  in  Russia.  Moscow,  Feb.  22 — A  Georgian  farmer  laying  the 
foundations  for  a  new  house  has  uncovered  a  hoard  of  230  Roman  silver  coins  from  the  second 
and  third  centuries  A.D.,  Tass  reported  today — Reuter. —Times,  23  February ,  1971. 

Challenge  to  Coroner  on  Edward  III  Half  Noble.  A  coroner’s  decision  yesterday  to 
hand  over  a  gold  coin  to  a  man  who  found  it  outside  Montgomery  Castle  was  challenged  at  the 
Welshpool  inquest  yesterday. 

The  jury  decidedffhat  the  coin  was  not  treasure  trove,  and  the  cotoner,Mr.  O.  Gilbert  Davies, 
said  the  finder,  Mr.  David  Maddox,  of  Chirbury,  Shropshire,  should  keep  the  coin. 

The  principal  inspector  of  ancient  monuments  in  Wales  for  the  Department  of  the  En¬ 
vironment,  Dr.  Michael  Apted,  said  the  coin  was  a  half-noble  of  Edward  Ill’s  reign,  dated 
between  1363  and  1369.  It  was  3s  4d  when  struck  but  he  had  no  idea  of  its  present  value. 

Mr.  Maddox,  a  labourer  employed  by  the  Department,  said  he  saw  the  coin  on  top  of  soil 
which  had  been  dug  up  outside  the  wTell  tower  and  handed  it  in.  The  coroner  said,  “So  far  as 
this  court  is  concerned  it  becomes  the  property  of  Mr.  Maddox.”  Dr.  Apted  challenged  this, 
saying,  “As  far  as  we  are  concerned  the  owners  of  everything  that  is  found  at  Montgomery 
Castle  are  Powis  Estates,  the  land  owners.”  The  coroner  said,  “If  the  owners  of  the  soil  or  the 
man’s  employers  wish  to  make  any  claim  to  the  coin  it  is  a  matter  which  must  be  heard  in 
another  court.” — Western  Mail,  28  January,  1971. 

Leeds  expert’s  big  coin  task.  Miss  Elizabeth  Pirie,  keeper  of  Archaeology  at  Leeds  City 
Museum,  has  been  recommended  by  the  City  Council’s  Museums  Committee  for  a  year’s 
leave  of  absence  to  carry  out  an  important  study  of  historic  coins  for  the  British  Academy. 
She  will  catalogue  the  collections  of  English  coins,  mainly  Anglo-Saxon,  at  the  Yorkshire 
Museum,  York,  and  at  Leeds  City  Museum  and  Leeds  University. 

Mr.  C.  Maynard  Mitchell,  Director  of  Leeds  Museums,  said  the  work  put  Miss  Pirie  in 
the  top  rank  of  numismatists  in  this  country.  Miss  Pirie  has  been  keeper  of  Archaeology  in 
Leeds  since  1960. —  Yorkshire  Evening  Post,  3rd  February,  1971. 

Gerona  treasure  stays  in  Ulster  Museum.  Treasure  from  the  Armada  galleon,  the 
“Gerona”,  is  to  remain  in  the  Ulster  Museum,  Belfast,  for  the  time  being. 

A  Belgian  diver,  M.  Robert  Stenuit  brought  up  the  treasure,  which  includes  1,000  gold 
coins,  140  of  them  gold  and  in  excellent  condition,  during  the  summer  of  1969  and  since  that 
time  it  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Ulster  Museum,  with  the  threat  of  removal  and  public 
auction  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trade  constantly  hanging  over  its  head. 

The  wreck  is  in  British  territorial  waters  off  Port  Ballintrae,  near  the  Giant’s  Causeway, 
Northern  Ireland.  It  is  the  right  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  put  any  treasure  in  the  hands  of  one 
of  its  Receivers  of  Wreck  up  for  auction. 

But  Mr.  Wilfred  Seaby,  of  the  Ulster  Museum,  is  anxious  that  the  entire  haul  from  the 
“Gerona”  should  stay  put  in  Ulster  and  he  has  conducted  a  long  campaign  to  this  end. 

There  has  been  increasing  speculation  as  to  exactly  where  and  when  the  “Gerona”  treasure 
would  be  sold.  But  contrary  to  any  suggestion  of  an  auction  being  imminent  a  spokesman  for 
the  Board  of  Trade  told  A&A  this  week:  “The  position  is  the  same  as  it  ever  was.  The  treasure 
is  to  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Belfast  receiver,  and  so  will  be  kept  in  the  Ulster  Museum — 
at  least  until  further  developments.” — Art  &  Antiques ,  7  March,  1971. 

£15,000  find  from  wreck.  Perth,  Tuesday — Skindivers  have  recovered  coins  wTorth 
about  £15,000,  from  a  Dutch  ship  wrecked  off  the  West  Australian  coast  259  years  ago.  It  was 
the  first  treasure  to  be  taken  from  the  ship,  the  Zuvtdorp,  since  it  sank  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Murchison  R.iver,  about  400  miles  north  of  Perth,  in  1712.  (AP) — Evening  Standard,  2nd  Febru¬ 
ary,  1971.

Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  19th  January, 
the  President  and  Mr.  G.  K.  Jenkins  read  papers  on 
“The  archaic  coinage  of  Himera”. 

Himera  has  proved  to  be  the  most  productive  of  the 
early  Sicilian  mints,  having  consumed  about  140  obverse 
dies  for  its  drachms  struck  on  the  Chalcidian  standard. 
These  drachms  are  divided  into  two  main  series,  the 
earlier  having  no  reverse  type,  the  later  a  hen  as  reverse. 
The  whole  material  can  be  subdivided  into  groups  of 
linked  obverse  dies,  some  of  which  are  distinguished  by 
letters,  which  are  presumably  the  initials  of  magistrates 
or  moneyers  rather  than  signs  of  value,  as  has  sometimes 
been  supposed.  The  whole  series  lasted  probably  from 
about  540/30  B.c.  down  to  c.  482  B.c.,  when  Himera 
was  captured  by  Theron  of  Akragas,  whereupon  the 
local  coinage  was  assimilated  to  the  Akragantine. 

Mr.  Jenkins  described  the  coinage  of  Himera  which 
was  minted  during  the  period  of  domination  by  Akragas, 
under  the  tyrant  Thrasyboulos,  son  of  Theron  (483- 
472  B.c.).  The  original  type  of  the  cock  was  now  com¬ 
bined  with  the  Akragantine  crab  in  a  series  of  didrachms 
of  Attic  weight:  a  few  , drachms  (some  with  the  type 
of  the  astragalos)  and  a  unique  hexas  were  also  minted. 
The  large  number  of  reverse  dies  relative  to  obverse  dies 
used  for  the  didrachms,  was  emphasised,  and  compari¬ 
sons  made  with  the  crab  type  on  the  coins  of  Akragas. 


British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  26th  January, 
Airs.  Murray  read  a  paper  on  the  coinage  of  King  James 
V  of  Scotland.  The  speaker  first  explained  that  she  laid 
special  emphasis  on  documentary  evidence  not  used 
before.  The  coinage  of  James  V  was  divided  into  three 
periods.  During  the  first  period,  it  consisted  of  base 
placks,  possibly  groats,  gold  unicorns,  and  eagle  crowns. 
This  period  covered  the  years  1513-25.  The  cinquefoil 
countermarks  which  were  found  on  some  unicorns  were 
associated  with  Arran’s  strikings  in  1518  and  1519,  may 
have  marked  that  they  were  of  finer  gold.  The  eagle 
crown  was  unknown  today,  but  was  illustrated  in  a 
French  money-changer’s  book.  New  evidence  indicated 
that  the  coinage  of  these  coins  was  earlier  than  previously 
thought,  perhaps  starting  in  1515.  A  base  groat  described 
in  a  money-changer’s  book  ma3r  have  accompanied  the 
eagle  crown.  Mrs.  Murray  then  went  on  to  the  second 
period,  1526-38.  Although  a  large  number  of  groats 
began  in  1526,  a  new  issue  of  placks  was  ordered  in  1533, 
of  which  one  is  known.  The  gold  abbey  crowns  with  the 
i.m.  sun,  not  star,  were  Scottish  crowns  of  the  sun,  with 
the  same  currency  value  as  French  crowns,  although 
less  fine.  A  baser  crown  ordered  in  1533  had  not  been 
identified.  During  the  third  period,  the  gold  ducats, 
commonly  known  as  bonnet  pieces,  starting  in  1539, 
apparently  did  not  supersede  the  crowns,  while  20 
shilling  pieces  of  Mary  which  were  also  officially  ducats 
were  certainly  authorised  concurrently  with  crowns. 
The  thistle  collar  on  the  1539  ducat  was  that  of  the 
Order  of  the  Thistle,  which  was  revived  in  this  reign, 
perhaps  in  1539.  The  so-called  pattern  ducat  of  that  date 
may  be  a  medallic  coin  in  connection  with  this  revival. 
After  mentioning  the  conditions  for  striking  bawbees 
in  1538,  Mrs.  Murray  concluded  her  paper  by  saying 
that  pennies  and  halfpennies  were  struck  in  this  reign, 
Although  none  were  known.

THE  8TH  HUSSARS 

AND  THE  LAST  GIBBETING  IN  ENGLAND 

By  J.  Tooze,  Ph.D. 

Borough  constabularies  and  county  constabularies  were  established  in  Britain 
by  Acts  of  Parliament  in  1839  and  1855.  Before  those  dates  the  army,  in  particular 
the  “Cavalry  at  Home”,  acted  as  a  peripatetic,  special  police  force  which  could  be 
called  out  by  magistrates  when,  for  example,  the  revolutionary  fervour  of  strikers 
threatened  to  boil  over  into  acts  of  violence  beyond  the  control  of  local  militias. 
The  cavalry  regiments,  among  the  them  the  8th  Hussars,  involved  in  these  internal 
security  duties  in  the  eighteen  thirties  and  forties  moved  around  well  defined  circuits, 
rarely  staying  more  than  a  year  to  eighteen  months  in  any  one  town  or  city.  No 
doubt  this  continual  coming  and  going  served  as  a  general  reminder  that  the  army 
was  always  at  hand,  equally  it  meant  that  regiments  seldom  stayed  long  enough  in 
any  one  place  to  become  too  friendly  with  any  particular  population. 

Quelling  mobs  during  industrial  disputes  was  the  closest  that  the  8th  Hussars 
came  to  wielding  their  swords  in  anger  during  the  twenty  years  before  they  joined 
the  Light  Brigade  sent  to  the  Crimea  in  1854.  In  this  the  regiment  was,  of  course,  by 
no  means  unique — the  great  majority  of  the  men  who  charged  at  Balaklava  were 
peacetime  soldiers  who  had  never  been  in  action.  But  the  8th  were  unique  in  sup¬ 
plying  the  cavalry  escort  for  the  last  gibbeting  perpetrated  in  England,  which  took 
place  in  1832  while  a  detachment  of  the  regiment  was  policing  the  Northumberland 
and  Durham  coalfields. 

I  came  across  this  interesting  sidelight  on  military  and  industrial  history  whilst 
tracing  the  record  of  service  of  Henry  Harrison,  whose  Crimea  campaign  medal 
I  now  possess.  Harrison  enlisted  in  the  8th  Hussars  as  a  private  soldier  in  September 
1831.  After  twice  reaching  the  rank  of  sergeant  he  was  promoted  on  Inkermann  day 
from  troop  sergeant  major  to  cornet  and  he  finally  sold  out  of  the  service  a  lieutenant 
in  June  1857.  He  was  one  of  the  two  men  of  the  8th  who  were  in  the  detachment 
sent  as  an  escort  for  the  execution  and  gibbeting  of  William  Jobling,  a  miner,  in  1832, 
and  also  charged  with  the  regiment  at  Balaklava.  The  other,  Rodolph  De  Salis, 
was  a  cornet  in  August  1832,  a  major  by  October  1854  and  early  in  1855  he  took 
command  of  the  8th  Hussars. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century  the  coal  miners  of  Northumberland 
and  Durham,  like  industrial  workers  in  other  districts,  were  slowly  realising  that  only 
by  associating  in  unions  could  they  force  their  employers  to  improve  their  working 
conditions.  The  miners  had  had  their  first  brief  taste  of  the  power  of  organised  labour  in 
1810  when,  during  what  became  known  as  the  Binding  Strike,  they  had  prevented 
the  colliery  owners  from  unilaterally  changing  binding  time,  the  days  on  which 
annual  agreements  of  service  were  drawn  up,  from  October  to  January.  As  a  result 
of  the  strike  April  5th  became  established  as  binding  day  throughout  the  coalfield, 
and  so  it  remained  until  1844.

Apart  from  an  attempt,  rapidly  squashed  by  the  owners,  to  form  a  co-operative 
movement  in  1825  there  was  little  significant  union  organisation  amongst  the  miners 
of  Northumberland  and  Durham  between  1810  and  1830.  By  1830-31,  however, 
the  men  were  being  strongly  influenced  by  one  of  their  number,  Thomas  Hepburn, 
who  urged  the  formation  of  a  union  embracing  the  miners  of  both  counties.  The 
formation  of  this  union,  Hepburn’s  Union  as  it  has  since  become  known,  led  ultimately 
to  the  murder  of  two  miners  and  a  magistrate  and  the  involvement  of  a  detachment 
of  some  fifty  men  of  the  8th  Hussars  in  the  execution  and  gibbeting  of  a  miner. 

Driven  by  the  exploitation  they  were  being  subjected  to  the  miners  of  the  two 
counties  held  mass  meetings,  first  at  Black  Fell,  near  Eighton  Banks,  Co.  Durham, 
and  the  second  at  Town  Moor  outside  Newcastle,  on  March  12th  and  21st,  1831. 
Guided  by  Hepburn  they  resolved  to  petition  Parliament  and  they  drew  up  a  list  of 
grievances  to  present  to  the  owners  which  included  the  enforced  use  of  “Tommy” 
shops,  low  wages,  the  excessive  and  arbitrary  power  of  viewers  and  overseers,  who 
could  suspend  a  man  and  evict  his  family,  and  the  excessive  working. day  demanded 
of  children  working  in  the  mines.  The  men  decided  not  to  re-engage  but  to  go  on 
strike  at  the  next  binding  time,  April  5th,  and  to  remain  out  until  all  their  grievances 
were  met.  The  owners  responded  to  these  resolutions  before  the  strike  began  by 
agreeing  to  reduce  the  working  day  of  children  from  14  to  12  hours,  but  for  the  miners 
it  was  to  be  all  or  nothing.  They  struck  and  by  April  18th  some  1,200  men  were 
attacking  collieries  still  working  at  Bedlington  and  Blyth  after  an  attempt  to  reach 
agreement  with  magistrates,  not  directly  involved  in  the  industry,  representing  the 
owners  came  to  nought.  On  April  19th  the  attacks  on  working  pits  continued  and  the 
Deputy  Lieutenant  of  Northumberland  strove  to  organise  a  motley  police  force. 
Special  constables  were  sworn  in,  the  Northumberland  and  Newcastle  Yeomanry 
called  out  and  a  detachment  of  the  82nd  Foot  were  marched  from  Sunderland 
Barracks  to  Hetton  with  orders  to  remain  there  “during  the  unsettled  state  of  the 
workmen  in  the  collieries  of  that  district”.  An  appeal  to  London  for  further  assistance 
resulted  in  a  vessel,  within  an  hour  of  receiving  its  sailing  orders,  leaving  Portsmouth 
for  the  Tyne  with  eighty  marines  and  three  subalterns  under  the  command  of  a 
Major  Mitchell  aboard. 

While  the  magistrates  were  thus  preparing  to  meet  further  violence  the  Marquis 
of  Londonderry  met  the  miners  at  a  mass  rally  on  May  5th  and  that  day  and  the  next 
talks  were  held  at  the  Coal  Trades  Office  in  Newcastle  but  without  result  and 
violence  increased.  South  Shields  and  Hebburn  Collieries  were  attacked  on  May  16th 
and  17th  because  a  handful  of  miners  were  still  working  and  marines  were  sent  to 
protect  those  mines  while  two  squadrons  of  3rd  Dragoons  were  at  this  time  sent  to 
Newcastle  to  relieve  the  Yeomanry,  who  were  then  dismissed.  The  miners,  held 
together  by  Hepburn,  stood  firm  and  by  mid-June  the  owners  were  ready  to  concede 
to  all  their  demands  and  work  resumed.  The  peace  proved  short-lived,  however, 
even  though  Hepburn  for  a  few  months  became  a  full-time  union  official  free  to 
devote  all  his  energies  to  improving  the  lot  of  his  members. 

By  December  miners  at  Waldridge  Colliery  near  Chester-le-Street  were  on  strike. 
When  the  owners  hired  lead  miners  to  keep  the  mine  open  some  10,000  men  gathered 
at  Waldridge  on  Christmas  Eve  and  began  heaving  machinery  down  the  shaft 
endangering  the  lives  of  some  twenty  to  thirty  men  below  ground.  Rewards  of 
500  guineas  were  offered  for  the  ringleaders  who  were  soon  under  arrest;  they  were 
tried  on  March  2nd,  1832,  receiving  sentences  of  from  6  to  15  months’  hard  labour. 
The  following  day  Hepburn  addressed  a  mass  meeting  of  the  men  at  Bolden  Fell, 
who,  knowing  of  the  owner’s  intention  not  to  hire  union  members  at  the  next  binding, 
decided  to  strike  again  on  April  5th.  This  time  both  magistrates  and  owners  laid  their 
plans  in  advance  to  meet  the  strikers.  By  mid-April  reinforcements  of  London  police 
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were  at  hand,  special  constables  had  been  sworn  in  and  the  magistrates  had  at  their 
call  a  detachment,  including  Henry  Harrison,  of  the  8th  Hussars  which  early  in 
April  had  been  marched  from  Manchester  to  Newcastle.  The  owners  meanwhile  were 
taking  on  men  from  outside  the  union  and  the  area  and  were  preparing  to  evict 
strikers’  families.  The  union  members  at  mass  meetings,  such  as  that  held  at  Black 
Fell  on  April  14th,  were  listening  to  Hepburn’s  pleas  for  peaceful  behaviour  in  the 
face  of  these  provocations  to  violence. 

Evictions  began  on  the  14th  at  Hetton  where  during  the  day  there  were  no 
affrays  but  that  evening  a  miner  named  Errington  was  attacked  in  his  home  and 
murdered  by  a  band  of  strikers ;  Errington  had  been  a  member  of  the  union  but  had 
left  it  to  return  to  work.  His  murder  hastened  the  defeat  of  the  union.  Constables 
were  issued  with  swan  shot  and  ordered  to  arrest  strikers  congregating  in  groups; 
the  inevitable  stonings  and  shootings  occurred  as  the  owners  increased  their  efforts 
to  evict  strikers  and  bring  in  non-union  labour.  Mass  arrests  whittled  away  the  heart 
of  the  union  and  by  mid-June  most  miners  were  working  again,  the  strike  virtually 
broken. 

Such  was  the  scenario  for  the  murder  of  a  magistrate,  Mr.  Nicholas  Forsyth 
of  South  Shields.  At  about  five  in  the  afternoon  of  June  11th  he  was  riding  to  Jarrow 
Colliery  when  he  was  set  upon  by  two  miners  and  beaten;  he  died  from  head  injuries 
on  June  21st.  One  of  his  attackers,  William  Jobling,  was  soon  arrested  but  the  ether 
named  Armstrong  remained  at  large  despite  the  offer  of  a  reward  of  £300.  The 
climate  of  violence  increased  and  during  a  union  meeting  at  Chirton,  North  Shields, 
on  June  16th,  a  constable  named  George  Weddle  shot  and  killed  without  reasonable 
immediate  provocation  a  miner,  Cuthbert  Skipsey. 

On  August  3rd  Weddle,  accused  only  of  manslaughter,  was  sentenced  at  Durham 
Assizes  to  six  months’  hard  labour.  In  the  same  court  two  days  earlier  Jobling  had 
been  sentenced  to  be  hanged  on  August  3rd,  for  his  part  in  the  attack  on  Mr.  Forsyth, 
and  his  body  to  be  gibbeted  in  chains  near  the  scene  of  the  attack. 

By  the  morning  of  the  3rd  a  scaffold  had  been  erected  outside  Durham  County 
Court  and  a  detachment  of  some  fifty  men  of  the  8th  Hussars  and  a  similar  number 
of  the  15th  Foot,  marched  from  Newcastle  the  day  before,  had  been  drawn  up  in 
front  of  it.  The  officers  of  the  8th  present  wTere  Major  R.  R.  W.  Butt,  Captain  B. 
Wodehouse  and  Cornet  R.  De  Salis  and  the  fifty-four  men  including  Private  Henry 
Harrison  were  drawn  from  Captain  Wodehouse’s  troop.  Jobling  was  brought  to  his 
place  of  execution  and  words  failing  him  he  was  unable  to  speak  to  the  crowd  of 
spectators  as  he  had  promised,  but  there  was  to  be  other  drama.  Just  as  the  bolt 
was  being  drawn  a  voice  from  the  crowd  called  out  “Farewell,  Jobling”.  Jobling 
turned  his  head  in  the  direction  of  the  voice — it  was  widely  rumoured  to  be  that  of 
his  confederate  Armstrong — and  as  a  result  displaced  the  rope  and  protracted  his  own 
sufferings.  After  an  hour  the  body  was  cut  down  and  taken  to  Durham  gaol.  Next 
morning  it  was  covered  in  pitch  and  reclothed.  On  August  6th  at  seven  in  the  morning 
the  body,  encased  in  iron  bars,  was  taken  in  a  cart  escorted  by  a  troop  of  the  8th 
Hussars  to  Jarrow  Slake  where  about  1,000  onlookers  watched  as  it  was  hung  on  the 
gibbet  sone  twenty  feet  above  the  ground. 

The  gibbet  was  left  in  charge  of  constables  and  the  troop  of  cavalry  returned  to 
Newcastle.  During  the  night  of  August  31  st/September  1st  Jobling’s  corpse  was  stolen 
and  never  seen  again;  rumour  had  it  that  the  authorities  had  arranged  this  and  no 
attempt  was  made  to  find  those  responsible.  Meanwhile  detachments  of  the  8th 
Hussars  continued  patrolling  throughout  the  coalfield  during  August,  Henry 
Harrison,  for  example,  mustered  at  Hetton,  but  by  September  the  collieries  were 
back  to  normal  working.  Even  Thomas  Hepburn  was  eventually  rehired  on  the 
condition  that  he  would  never  engage  in  unions  again  and  it  was  not  until  1842-43 
that  the  men,  goaded  beyond  endurance,  finally  organised  themselves  into  a  national 
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union  for  miners  and  in  1844  began  the  greatest  strike  the  industry  had  ever  known. 

As  for  the  8th  Hussars,  they  remained  in  Newcastle  until  the  early  summer  of 
1833  and  then  moved  south  to  Gloucester  and  the  towns  of  the  West  Midlands. 
It  was  not  until  they  reached  the  Crimea  that  they  were  to  encounter  so  many  hostile 
men,  for  during  the  next  twenty  years  in  Britain  and  Ireland  the  regiment  had  the 
good  fortune  never  to  be  called  out  to  intimidate  striking  workmen.
